ASSISTANCE TO DEVELOPING COUNTRIES" 

1. FOLLOWING IS THE TEXT OF SOVIET DR SUBMITTED IN 
CONNECTION WITH AGENDA ITEM 12.1 WHICH IS SCHEDULED 
FOR PLENARY DEBATE ON NOV. 14: 

"THE GENERAL CONFERENCE, NOTING WITH SATISFACTION THAT 
SIGNIFICANT CHANGES FOR THE GOOD HAVE TAKEN PLACE 
RECENTLY IN THE INTERNATIONAL SITUATION, THE POLITICAL 
CLIMATE HAS IMPROVED, AND THERE IS A TREND TOWARDS A 
RELAXATION OF TENSION. 
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MINDFUL OF THE FACT THAT, AT THE PRESENT STAGE OF ITS 
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DEVELOPMENT, MANKIND WILL BE UNABLE TO SOLVE EITHER 
ITS IMMEDIATE OR ITS LONG-TERM PROBLEMS, UNLESS INTER- 
NATIONAL RELATIONS ARE STRENGTHENED, ON THE BASIS OF 
THE PEACEFUL COEXISTENCE OF STATES WITH DIFFERENT 
SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC SYSTEMS, AND UNLESS THE RELAXATION 
OF TENSION BECOMES AN IRREVERSIBLE PROCESS, 

NOTING THAT THE MOST IMPORTANT PROBLEM OF PEACEFUL 
COEXISTENCE IS THAT OF THE LIMITATION OF THE ARMS 
RACE AND THE ACTUAL ACHIEVEMENT OF DISARMAMENT, AND 
THAT ITS SOLUTION IS A MATTER OF VITAL CONCERN TO ALL 
PEOPLES, 

STRESSING IN THIS CONNEXION THAT THE RELAXATION OF 
MILITARY AS WELL AS POLITICAL TENSION IS AN URGENT 
NECESSITY; 

STRESSING FURTHER THAT THE TIME HAS COME TO MAKE 
DEFINITE PREPARATIONS FOR THE HOLDING OF AN INTERNA- 
TIONAL CONFERENCE ON DISARMAMENT, AND THAT UNESCO CAN 
AND MUST CONTRIBUTE TO THIS UNDERTAKING, 

CONVINCED OF THE TIMELINESS AND IMPORTANCE OF GENERAL 
ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION 3093 (XXVIII), ON "REDUCTION OF 
THE MILITARY BUDGETS OF STATES PERMANENT MEMBERS 
OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL BY 10 PER CENT AND UTILIZA- 
TION OF PARTS OF THE FUNDS THUS SAVED TO PROVIDE 
ASSISTANCE TO THE DEVELOPING COUNTRIES", 

CONSIDERING IT ESSENTIAL FOR UNESCO TO CONTRIBUTE TO 
THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE ABOVE-MENTIONED RESOLUTION, 
WITHIN ITS FIELDS OF COMPETENCE, 

RECALLING RESOLUTION 10.1 ADOPTED BY THE GENERAL 
CONFERENCE AT ITS SEVENTEENTH SESSION, ONE SECTION OF 
WHICH, SECTION (VI), CONCERNS UNESCO'S CONTRIBUTION 
TO THE SOLUTION OF THE PROBLEM OF DISARMAMENT, AND 
CONSCIOUS THAT THE ORGANIZATION SHOULD PLAY A MORE 
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PRACTICAL PART IN ITS SOLUTION, 

RECOMMENDS THAT THE DIRECTOR-GENERAL: 

(A) TAKE ACCOUNT, DURING THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 
PROGRAMME FOR 1975-1976, OF THE IMPORTANCE OF TAKING 
ACTION WHICH WILL CONTRIBUTE TO THE CAUSE OF DISARMA- 
MENT; 

(B) BROADEN HIS CONTACTS WITH THOSE INTERNATIONAL 
NON-GOVERNMENTAL ORGANIZATIONS WHOSE ACTIVITIES ARE 
DIRECTED TOWARDS THE PRESERVATION AND 

STRENGTHENING OF PEACE AND ASSOCIATE THEM MORE ACTIVELY 
BOTH WITH SUCH ACTION AND WITH THE IMPLEMENTATION OF 
UNESCO'S INTERDISCIPLINARY PROGRAMME FOR ASSISTING IN 
THE ACHIEVEMENT OF DISARMAMENT; 

(C) CONVENE, IN 1975, A ROUND-TABLE MEETING OF THE 
WORLD S OUTSTANDING SCIENTISTS AND SCHOLARS, 

TO DISCUSS MATTERS RELATED TO THE SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC 
CONSEQUENCES OF DISARMAMENT; 

CD) MAKE EXTENSIVE USE OF UNESCO'S COMMUNICATION AND 
PUBLISHING ACTIVITIES, BY INSTRUCTING THE EDITORS OF 
THE PUBLICATIONS OF THE ORGANIZATION, AND IN 
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PARTICULAR THE UNESCO COURIER, IMPACT OF SCIENCE ON 
SOCIETY, THE INTERNATIONAL SOCIAL SCIENCE JOURNAL, 
PROSPECTS, UNESCO FEATURES, ETC. TO DEVOTE SPECIAL 
ISSUES TO THE SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC ASPECTS OF DISARMA- 
MENT AND TO THE SUPREMELY IMPORTANT ROLE WHICH DISAR- 
MAMENT COULD PLAY IN IMPROVING THE WELL-BEING OF THE 
PEOPLES OF THE WORLD; 

(E) PREPARE AND DISTRIBUTE TO MEMBER STATES 

OF UNESCO A SPECIAL SERIES OF RADIO AND TELEVISION 
PROGRAMMES EXPLAINING THE SIGNIFICANCE OF DISARMAMENT 
FOR THE SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC PROGRESS OF SOCIETY AND 
FOR THE CREATION OF THE NEW CONDITIONS REQUIRED FOR 
THE DEVELOPMENT OF EDUCATION, SCIENCE AND CULTURE; 

(F) MAKE PROVISION, IN PREPARING THE DRAFT PROGRAMME 
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AND BUDGET FOR 1977-1978, FOR THE IMPLEMENTATION OF 
MEASURES DESIGNED TO STRENGTHEN FURTHER THOSE OF 
UNESCO'S ACTIVITIES WHICH ARE INTENDED TO CONTRIBUTE 
TO THE ACHIEVEMENT OF DISARMAMENT."
